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WHY NOT LET THE CITIZENS 
LOAN TO THE CITY? 

Why should not western cities bor 
row money for current expenditure 
direetly from the citizens in’ small 
sums and at short time? 

In every city in Western Canada 
are hundreds of citizens who could 
advance a few hundred dollars each 
for short periods on good security 
and at a reasonable rate of interest, 
The individual sums are small but 
the aggregate in any reasonably large 
and prosperous city runs into hun 
dreds of thousands 

At present this money is deposit 
ed in the banks, a large portion of st 
drawing no interest at all, the re 
mainder earning only the 3 pel 
cent paid for savings accounts 

The money thus deposited in the 
banks is re-loaned by the banks of the 
cities at not less than six per cent 
per annum, 

The net result is that the owners of 
the money as ratepayers of the cit 
ies pay the banks six per cent. for the 
privilege of using their own money 
for city purposes; in return they re 
ceive from the banks only three pei 
cent, on the portion of the moneys 
deposited in the savings departinents 
and nothing at all on the amount de 
posited in current sccounts. 

Why not short-cut this expensive 
process by permitting the owners oj) 
the money to lend it directly to the 
city, the city paying a lower rate oj 
interest than is demanded by — the 
banks, but a higher rate than is paic 
by the banks on savings accounts? 

If this were done the owners of the 
money would profit both ways--they 
would receive more for the use o. 
their money as private citizens and 
they would pay less interest as rat 
payers of the city, 

For their services in handling the 
money of depositors the banks quite 
properly demand compensation—but 
compensation at the rate of-borrow 
ing for nothing and re-loaning to the 
owners at six per cent. is rather ex 
pensive for the owners, 

The practicability of the scheme 
need not be doubted A somewhat 
similar plan was resorted to by Pre 


sident Lincoln during the war and 
met with remarkable suecess—that ol 
offering bonds to all comers and tn 


whatever quantities were desired 
Why should it not be practicable t¢ 
issue notes of the city for say $106 
each for three months drawing, say 
four and one-half or five per cent, In. 
terest and offer these at par at the 
city offices? The expense of handling 
them could not with any reasonable 
prudence approach the difference be

the notes and the interest now pai 
the banks on overdtuits 


In times of financial stress this 
should provide a more economical 


means of tiding over until municipa 


bonds could be disposed of, but the 
advantages of the scheme would no! 


be limited to seasons of depression 


Every city which has large current 
expenditure must haye a balance on 
the wrong side of the books during 


the summer months—for the simpl 
reason that the expenditure must be 


made largely during the summer and 


that taxes are not paid until — the 
autumn months, In the meantime the 


city borrows from the bank—at six 
per cent, Why not issue short terin 
notes for small amounts, redeemable 
when the taxes are payable, and at 


less than six per cent?

Interviewed in Toronto, Minister of 


Public Works Tells of Pro- 
gress of Work.} 


Toronto, Sept. Hon. W. H 
Cushing, Calgary, minister 
public works in the new province of 
Alberta, speaking of affairs generally 
in the provinee, and particularly in 
regard to their government system of 
telephones, said yesterday: 

“We started out last year to build 
up a provincial system gf telephones 

“In the very first place, we are con- 
structing all over the province a 
trunk system, connecting with our 
villages, towns and cities. Wherever 
a municipality desire to own and con 
trol their own local exchange, we do 
not propose to interfere with them at 
all, but we will provide them with an 
excellent long-distance service.

A brief resume of the University act 
conveys the following information 
The University of Saskatchewan is es- 
tablished as a body politic and cor- 
porate, consisting of a chancellor, con- 
vocation, senate, board of governors 
and council, and to it is reserved the 
sole right of granting all degrees, ex- 
cept those in theology.

‘rand report to the senate upon the 
courses of study, and the general in 
terests of the university. 

The president has general super- 
vision over the teachers and officials, 
ind is to carry out the instructions of 
the board, Provision has been mad: 
for the affiliation on such terms as 
seem proper to the senate, of normal 
schools and collegiate institutes. 

There are to be no religious tests for 
teachers or students, and all courses 
ire open to be freely open to women. 

Maintenance Costs. 

The maintenance of the university 
s provided for as foiiows: (1) Out of 
he general revenues of the province 
a) such sum as may be appropriated 
by the legislature for that purpose; 
b) a sum equal to 33 1-3 per centum 
f the net receipts of the province for 
he current year, under the succession 
luty ordinance; (2) out of the fund 
created by the supplementary rev- 
‘nue act, 5 per centum of the net 
noneys on hand, and to the credit of 
he fund on the first day of February 
n each year, 

These moneys are to accumulate un- 
il the university is ac@ially organiz- 
ed. 

There is, of course, a great deal of 
ivalry between the different towns cf 
he province as to which one shall be 
avored by the university. The gov- 
roment of Saskatchewan has not yet 
rone so far as that of the sister prov- 
nee of Alberta in definitely choosing 
a site.

OEE FER LIEBE EAE IE WIE 
EXPLOSION AT CANMORE. 
A, Premature Explosion in Mine Fa- 
tally Injures Man, 


Canmore, Sept. 28.—Shortly before 
quitting time last night a premature 
explosiion occurred in the mines 
which resulted in one man receiving 
such terrible injuries that he cannot 
recover, and another being badly 
burned. 

The dying man is Attami Wiscari, 
who came here from Finland about 
six months ago. His injuries consist 
of severe burns on the head and back 
and both legs broken. 

Wiscari and his helper set the 
charge, but it did not fire. ‘They wait- 
ed a while th@m walked back. They 
were within a few feet of the spot 
when the full blast of the charge 
caught Wisecari, crashing him to the 
ground, literally burying: him. The 
helper was further away, but did not 
escape. His arms and legs were burnt 
very badly. 

The alarm was given by the helper 
and the unfortunate Wiscari was ex- 
tracted from the pile of coal brought 
down by the explosion, It is not 
thought that he can live many hours, 
He is 22 years of age.

Londno, Sept. 28.—Despite sixteen 
hours of fog, two days of heavy seas 
and a refractory crew of 300 sullen 
stokers, the Lusitania has broekn the 
record from New Yor kto Queenstown 
by fully three hours.
